Immediately afterwards a straw 
stack some distance away belonging 
to Bill Brown .was set on fire an 
burned. Sculthorpe and Dickinson, 
two farmers, who had been attracted 
to the first fire, noticed tracks leading 
from the barn. They easily followed 
them through the fresh snow that 
had fallen ‘during the night. The. 
tracks led to the straw stack and 
from there to the school-house. Thence 
they followed the footsteps to Wesley- 
ville, where they sew Kow ahead of 
them. 

When he saw thom coming he 
stepped into the ditch at the side of 
the road and waited for them, but 
offered no resistance and was brought 
to Port Hope. There he was placed 
in the cells by Chief Bond. Speaking 
te a reporter Kow told an extraordin- 
ary story, and there is some doubt 
as to whether he is of sound mind. 
He says that he was on his.way to 
Kingston from Toronto, and that he 
deliberately set fire to the bara and 
strawstack for the purpose of being 
sent to jail. He says that he also 
tried to set fire to the school-house, 
but did not succeed in doing so. He 
says that he has served eizht months

I 
found Japanese residents in the Unit- 
ed States and Canada who resenithe 
incoming of their coun n from 
the Hawaiian Islands and Mexico, 
which is disliked. While it is’ pro- 
per for Japanese to conserve the’ in- 
terests of the Japanese now residing 
abroad. many of whom ‘ate prosper- 
ing and living peacefully in America, 
in my opinion, it will be necessary, 
in order to keep absolute faith with 
the United States to prevent immi- 
gration of laborers thitherto altogeth- 
er, because an exclusion act would be 
disagreeable. We should send labor- 
era to Canada in great moderation.”

left to engender that he might plunge 
in himself before long. 

And because Sir Wilfrid had stoned 
public ownership, , Mr. Foster ‘came 
out for the first time for it. 

The sum and substance, of it all is 
the significant hold public ownership 
has on every one and the certainty 
that in a couple of years the great 
bulk of the public men of Canada will 
be public ownership men, and many 
of them are trying to crowd one an- 
other out of the bed. 

Robert. Hall of Peterboro it was 
who moved the address in reply to

An Honor Appreciated. "- 

Mr. Hall expresed his appreciation 
of the honor done to his constituency 
Mieke F his being chosen to move 
the address—a constituency of whose 
commercial and agricultural , import 
ance he reminded the House. He also 
relerred to the wisdom of the Con- 
servatives in constructing the C. P. R. 
and to the increase of trade. under 
their 18 years’ administration, but 
contrasted with it the much greater 
increase under the Liberal adminis- 
eye which succeeded to power in 
The great increase in. trade, Mr. 
Hall observed, was largely the out- 
come of judicious expenditure, an 
instance of this being the good re- 
sults which had flowed from the es- 
tablishment of direct steamship com- 
munication between Canada amd 
Mexico. 

Next -to Japan, Canada, he said, 
stood highest in increase of trade 
last year, the ratio being 170 per cent, 
while the United States could boast 
of an increase of only 100 per cent.

A Link With the Pest. 


The partial rebuilding of Canonbury 
Tower will no doubt save from ear! 
ruin one of the most interesting land- 
marks of London—almost as valuable 
a link with the past as Crosby Hall. 
Although the well-known brick tower 


probably dates only from Henry, 
VIIL’s day, Canon House is 
supposed to have been built as long 


ago as 1362, when Poictiers was a very 
recent memory; and its palmiest days 
were probably at the close of the 16th 
century, when it had for tenant “rich 
Spencer,”” one of London’s most {a- 
mous chief magistrates. It was from 
Canonbury House, so tradition says, 
that young Lord Compton carried off 
Sir John Spencer’s only daughter in 
a baker’s basket under the very eyes 
of her father; and in the ditches close 
by a Dunkirk pirate, with a dozen of 
his men, Iay in waiting to kidnap the 
wealthy merchant on his way home 
from the city. Lord Keeper Coventry 
lived for a time at Canonbury House, 
and in 168 the Earl of Denbigh diced 
there. Among later men of note whom 
this historic house has sheltered were 
Speaker Onslow, Humphreys, an 18th 
century poet of some repute, and, chief 
ot all, Oliver Goldsmith, whose room 
is stilh pointed out on the first floor 
of the tower, 
















RUSSIAN JEWS. ABUSED 


Land of Freedom in Southern 
States f rased No Haven. 








Troubles Stcrtei on Board Ship— 
Cruclly Beaten by Sallors—Forced 
{nto Stavery by Brutal Negroes— 
Leit to Sieen In the Fields—Given” 
Food They Could. Not Eat — Fif- 
tesn Escaped. 


New York, Dec. 3.—A band of poor 
Russian Jews, fleeing from the Amer- 
ican southwest, reached this city with 
a harrowing tale of peonage and per- 
secution on account of their faith. 

According to Moise Opotowski,-he 
and many {ellow-workmen of Moscow 
were attracted by an_ advertisement 
in a newspaper there, offering $18 to 
$20 a week wares in agreeable employ- 
ment, nexr Galveston, Texas. Seven- 


Ay-five of the men paid 785 rubles 


each for passago to the United States. 

Nine days out Opotowski says the 
immigrants rebelled against a dict of 
bread, herrings and potatoes, and 
there was a cencral fracas, in which 
the sailors beat the Russians un- 
mercifully. 

“At Galveston, after being at sea 25 
days, the party was met by a ‘labor 
agent. They then traveled two days 
with the agent, until they arrived at 
Pueblo, Col., and were made the next 
day to walk nine miles out to a clear- 
ing. They were handed over to ne 
groes, who gave them saws and or- 
dered them to get to work at once 
sawing limbs from trees. Many of 
the immigrants demurred, saying that 
was not the kind of work they’ had 
been eneaged for. .Then the ni es 
took switches and thrashed th 
if they were slaves. eee) 

The immigrants were left to ateep 
in the fields, and all they could get 
to eat was pork and beans, with leav- 
ened bread, which their religion for- 
bade them to partake of. They had 
to ent the food provided or else starve. 

After four days of this sort of ex- 
istence, Opotowski says, most of the 
companions fled in various directions, 
iu small bands, without having re- 
ceived a penny in wages. He and at 
least fifteen of his countrymen escap- 
wd and reached Lincoln, Neb., whence 
a charitable Jew sent them to Omaha, j; 
and there a man name Zieman, of 
the Hebrew chrzity organization, pro- 
vided them wit tickets for Chicago.

MOUNTAIN RANGE CHANGED. 


Transformation to island of Bogoslof 
Result of Volcanic Action. 


The remarkable transformation that 
has occurred in the topography of 
Bogoslof Island, Alaska, as the result 
of volcanic disturbances, is described 
in a report received at the Treasury 
Department from Lieut. H. B. Gam- 
don-tommanding the revenue cutter 
McCulloch. Regarding the subsidence 
ol McCulloch peak, the report says 
that the peak had entirely disappear- 
ed, and that astonishing changes oc- 
curred in the profiles in the neighbor 
ing peaks, whose outlines “had been 
soitened to a general symmetry by o 
padding of lava dust that almost dis- 
guised them beyond recognition, while 
the sand-sffit connecting the peaks 
had attained a height varying from 
20 to 100 fect. . 

“Incalculable tons of material, hun- 
dreds of feet in depth, had been de- 

ited over the entire island. Fire 
sland and Perry Peak now towered 

to the air with a gentle incline ris- 
ing-tfom t).2 beach several hundred 
yards distant to their summits.” 

Lieut. Camden says McCulloch Peak 
blew up a few hours before the fall 
of Inva dust at,Alaska, Sept. 1 last, 
‘about the origin of which there has 
been much discussion. He adds there 
is little doubt that’ the deposit of 
lava dust which has covered Mou 
Makush and surrounding mountains, 
believed from Bogoslof Island, when 
the McCulloch Peak explosion oc 
eurted, .

Crew of Fishing Schooner Rescued 
Just In Time. 


_The John Currier, a wooden, full- 
rigged ship of 3,000 tons, was. built 
on the Atlantic coust about twenty 
years ago. She, frequently called at 
Honolulu, and ..a3 one of the best 
wind-jammers flying» the American 
flag. On one occasion ehe mae the 
run between Newcastle, New South 
Wales, Australia and Honolulu in the 
remarkably fast ‘time of thirty days, 
which is the record for sailing ves- 
rels, about double the time taken by 
steamers. On Aug.-{ this year the 
Joho Currier went ashore on a deso- 
late and barren coast. of the Behring 
Sea. She was commanded by Capt. 
P S. Murchison of Point Prim, Prince 
Edward Island, asd bis wife and fiye 
children were with him at the time. 


| 


The vessel was‘ owned by a California- 


shipping company, and was charter- 
ed for the fishing season by the Alas- 
ka. Fishermen Packing Co. She left 
Bristol Bay Aug. 5, after a successful 
fishing season, bound for_ Astoria, 
having on board besides the captain 
and his family £40 white and Chinese 
fishermen. The ship went to pieces 
is Nelson's lagoon, near the Aleutian 
Islands, and while all on board were 
saved, the supply of provisions ob- 
tained from the wreck promised to 
last oaly until Oct. 1. 

This report was brought by two of 
the survivors, who, with Indian 
guides, made a perilous trip over the 
mountains to Valdez, a distance of 
700 miles, At first it was believed 
that the revenue cutter Manning had

but later it was found that she ha‘! 
nox done so. Then it was announced 
that the underwriters, M. C. Harrison 
& Co, of San Francisco, had sent a 
steamer north. Later the underwrit- 
ers received a telegram stating that 
the steamer had reached the lagoon, 
but making no reference to rescuing 
the passengers and crew of the Cur- 
tier, 

Finally Mrs. A. W. Doyle of San 
Francisco apperled to President 
Roosevelt to send help to her sister, 
the wife of Capt, Murchison, and also 
a native of Prineg Edward Island. 
She urged the President to despatch 
a revenue cutter to Nelson’s lagoon 
at once and bring the shipwrecked 
party out before navigation closed 
on account of the ice. Simultancously 
with Mra, Doyle's request for help 
Senator Perkins telegraphed the Sec 
retary of the Treasury, asking that 
O revenue cutter be sent to the relicf 
of the shipwrecked people. 

In response to these appeals Ca; 
Munger, commander of the Behri 
Sea fleet ot revenue cutters, was 
dered by the Secretary of the Navy 
Department to send nid at once. He 
necordingly despatched the cutter Me- 
Culloch, which took off the marooned 
people and transferred them to the 
cutter Thetis. which landed the party 
in Seattle. They were rescucd just in 
the “nick of time,” as the food sup- 
ply of the Curricr was very low, and 
the barren region on which they were 
stranded afforded practically no sus- 
terfance

Charles McGill,. erstwhile general 
manager of thé defunct Ontario Bank, 
has a number in the two hun- 
dreds, with an index letter E. He is 
a: work on the books in the account- 
ant’s office:- He is not the general 
Manager there, but he seems to know 
something of books. He takes his time 

ard and is very feeble. He hopes to 
get out, but does not seem to have 
much more than a hope. His daugh- 
ter goes quite often to see him, and 
has interviews,with him in the ac 
countant’s office. McGill is the only 
prisoner who has this privilege of 
private interviews. » 

Joseph Phillips, the maker and 
breaker of the York Loan, is getting 
fat. Not long ago a woman who was 
prominent at the trial, sent him $10 
to get his teeth fixed. He is working 
as a bookkeeper in the tailor shop. 
He expects to get out in about a year. 

H. E. St. George Banwell, who is 
serving five years for theft of $40,000 
from the Crown Bank, is the most 
cheerful of the big ones. He was 
werking on the books in the account- 
art's office up till a few months ago, 
when his health began to fail. He 
asked for an outside job. He was set 
to work in the quarry drilling stone. 
He's got thin, but he's healthy and 
fairly cheerful, except that he is dis- 
appointed that he's still in. He did 
not expect to serve more than 15 
months, and he’s bern in more than 
that now. 

The quarry gang has to uhload the 
coal boats, and Banwell goes down to 
the bottom of a coal hooker heaving 
coal like a common laborer. “But he's 
always got money’ and has an easy 
time compared! to some. : 

“What good is imoney in that 
place?” he was asked. The “retired 
ecnviet smiled. 

“Say, moncy’s just as good there 
as anywhere, only maybe more 50. 
Hfsyou've got money there or any- 
where else you can make the game 
easier for yours¢lf. You can get some 
of the velvet. McGill always has a 
plug of tobacco in his pocket. Nel. 
ther Banwell nor Phillips smoke any.” 

“I have paid a dollar for a 0c. 
plug of tobacco, but usually it costs 
a quarter, Hf times are good you can 
get two for a quarter. Still, I have 
paid a quarter for a le. box of 
matches. [ have also paid $1.50 fora 
25e. flask of whisky.” 

“We have only traveling salesmen 
down there. The guards have a privi-

al! right, and they work their mono- 
poly to a finish.” s ee 

“How do you get money in there? 

“Well, when a new one gets in he 
sort of knocks around in a helpless 
kind of way until he bumps up against 
one of the old heads. Then he finds 
out that you can get thiges through. 
Then he tells the old head that he 
wants to fly a kite—that is, get a 
letter out You can get letters out 
and your friends can get letters back, 
only the postage is high. Ten cents 
ia the rate on outgoing mail. Let 
ters coming in always have money in 
them, and the guard gets a commis- 
sion on that. Three dollars on every 
ten, and you have to trust the guard. 
The letter is sent to the guard with 
you letter inside. He takes out his 
percentage and hands you the Ietter 
and your share of your money. The 
discount is high, but you're glad to 
get the cash any way: 

“"We have a court down there every 
morning, too. The warden is the judge 
and deputy warden is the prosecutor. 
A guard says you were smoking or 
had tobacco on you or were talking in 
cells or had a newspaper. If you are 
caught smoking you may be sent to 
the dark cells for two days on bread 
and water or lose five days on the re- 
miss of your sentence. That is, on 
the regular time allowed. The pen- 
alty for having tobacco or talking is 
about the same thing, but for having 
nh newspaper you will most likely get 
five or ten days in the dark cell with 
25 days’ loss of remissieft.” 

“How is the food?” 

“The food is bad. Especially in the 
sumuner, it is not fit to eat, but the 
fellow with money can -get decent 
stuff. One time I got a pie that was 
left for Banwell. It was put in my 
cell by mistake. Some of the fellows 
get good food with their jobs. Tom 
Brown of Hamilton, who did a bank 
steal like Banwell’s, and whois work- 
ing in the kitchen, has a good thing.

In the pockets of the dead man 
was found several hundred dollars 
in Canadian currency, as well as let- 
ters which served to establish his 
identity.

NOT A BUSINESS PROPOSITION. 


Opinion of Dundee Advertiser on the 
All-Red Route. 

London, Dec. 7.—“The idea of an 
‘all-red’ route has thoroughly capti- 
vated, the (Canadian imagination,” 
says“The Dundte Advertiser, “‘and 
Hon. Clifford Sifton, who is at pres- 
ent in this country as its missionary, 
is evidently engaging much British 
support as well.

The Purple Finch, For Instance, Is.Not 
Purple, but Wine Colored, and the 
Great Blue Heron Is Gray—Flowera 











-“The purple‘finch,” read the man, 
as he stood before a giass case_of 
birds in a sci¢nce museum. He squint- 
ed at the hind and then’ remarked 
scornfully, “But the bird ts not pur 
ple; it fs wine color.” In the next case 
he encountered the label “Great Blue

Awful Tragedy Reported From 
West Virginia Mines 





Great Majority Belleved to Bo Dead— 
Explosions Took Place Simultan- 
cously.In Two Mines—Heard Eight 
Miles Away—Some Bodies Recover- 
ed—Rescue Parties Are Still at 
Work. : 


Monongahela, W. Ve., Dec. 7.— 
Three charred and blackened bodies, 
lying in the improvised morgue, pre- 
pared near the entrance to the mine; 
four men hovering between life and 
death from the awful bruises sustain- 
ed and the deadly gases -inhaled, in 
a temporary hospital, into which cne 
of the company’s buildings has been 
transformed, and 493 met imprisoned 


by tons of coal and mine debris in | 
the depths of the hills pri | 


this mining town, and the chances all 
against a single one of them being 
alive, is the ‘most accurate summary 
obtainable last night of the results of 
a mine explosion yesterday, which, 
in all probability, was attended by 

er loss of Ufo than any former 


«disaster in the history of the bitum- 


inous coal mining industry of Amer- 


ica, 
The Speen occurred shortly after 
19 o'clock, after the full force of 40 


men had gone to work in the two 
mines .affec! 

These mines—are Nos. 6 and §, of 
the Consolidated Coal Co., located in 
opposite sides of the Westfork River, 
at this place, but merged in their 
underground workings by a heading. 
and on the surface by a great stect 
tipple and_ bridge. e 

The tfinding of the three corpses 
and the four badly injured men is 
the only reward for strenuous and un- 
interrupted work on thy part of large 
rescuing forces that immediately set+ 
to work at every possible point. 

The living men are unable to cive 
any details regarding the disaster, o- 
to oven explain how they rea 
surface: They state that, imm 
Iy back of them-when they b. 
their frantic straggle lor liberty 
there was a large number of men cn- 
gaged in a similar struggle, while still 
further back in tre workings there 
was a larger number, of whom they 
know nothing. ¢ 

It is the opinion of the mine own- 
ers and others familiar with mine 
operation thst these men had not 
penetrated the mine as far.as had the 
majority of the day shift when the 
explosion occurd, and that they | 
headed for and reached the main ci- 
try before the heavy cave-in that now 
blockades the entrance more than a 
few hundred joet beyond the main 
opening of mine No, 6. - 

As to the miners referred to by the 
rescued men as ‘having been alive 
when last seen, it is believed thet 
they were cought. back of a heavy 
eave-in of coal and mine roof, and j 
that they could not have survived 
more than a few minutes in the dead- 
ly gases with which the entry filled as 
soon as the ventilation was inter- 
rupted. 

There ig more hope for thoge in 
more remote sections of the mine, 
as they have reached workings where 
fresh air is supplied by other open- 
ings. But, at best. only the moet 
slender hope is entertained for the 
‘survival of any one of the men in 
the mine until the debris ean bo clear- 
ed away and communication with the 
outside re-established. 

The two mines regularly employ 
1,000 men, working in two shifts, 500 
during the day and 500 during the 
night. and the beSt informaticon ob- 
tainable at this time is that the en- 
tire day force had gone to work yes- 
terday morning, and that all were 
caught. Pt 

Speculation as to Cause. 

There is much speculation as to the 
cause of the explosion, but the most 
generally accepted theory is that it 
resulted from blackdamp, scientifical- 
ly known as methane. . 

It is believed thai a miner atiempt- 
od to set off a blast which blew out

* Pathetic Scenes About Pits. 


Along the hills, far beck from the 
toain opening of mine No. 8, there 
are a number of openings in the mine, 
and to these hundreds: of relatives 
and friends of the entombed men 
frantically rushed in the vain hope 
that their loved ones might find cs- 
cape through these channels, or that 
they might be more readily reached 
and released. So far as known, how- 
ever, not a single man escaped this 
way, and the would-be rescuers are 
helpless at these points for at each en- 
try there is pouring a vojame of pois- 
onous ges, which no“human being 
ean face for more than afew minutes 
at a time. The scenes round about 
the entries to the mines and through- 
out the town are pathctic and heart- 
rending. Wives, mothers and, sweet- 
hearts, together with children and 
members of the stronger sex move 
from place to placo vainly seeking 
information and making no attempt to 
coneval their grief. But little: news 
can be given them, and such as they 
do get is bad. None is encouraged to 
hope that anyone in the mine has 
survived the explosion and the suffo- 
eating gas that immediately after fill- 
ed the mine. From time to time there 
comes word from the searchers in 
the mine that bodies have been found ; 
at one place or another, and in near- 
ly every instance it is also stated'that 
the bodies are either terribly torn and 
mangled or burned and blackened.

MAKING A DICTIONARY. -” 


The Colossal Task of Selecting the 
Words to Ge Used. | 

One of the men who complied 2 big 
dictionary talks as follows about the 
way the work was done: J 

From the largest dictionary of the 
language all the words were diligently 
copied, and then each of the smaller 
dictionaries was checked of in turn 
against this growing ist. When the 
dictionaries had been thus exhausted 
all the living authors of works that 
bad an undoubted standard value were 
secured to contribute from their works 
such words as they had used that were 
cot found In the general dictionaries. 

In addition to this, the services of 
x cout 500 readers were utilized, among 
whom was distributAl all the standard 
Utergture from Chaucer to the present 
me. “These readers were instructed 
to report such words as seemed to be 
new and not found in the ordinary dic- 
tlonaries and to locate them by paso 
and Ine that they might be Inspected, 
‘cach in its own context. For this pur- 
pose prepared blanks were furnished. 
Specialists in various trades, arts and 
professions were also Invited to send 
such words belonging to the technique 
of their yocabularics as might be fa- 
millar to them, but which were not In 
general use, and so had not found their 
way into the dictionarics. 

It will be seen that the colicction of 
a vocabulary on such a plan, though 
there were many helpers, was a lonz 
and laborieus task, Involring a great 
amount of correspondence, which ex- 
tended Ulterally all ‘over the world. 
Added to this was the nearly appalling 
task of editorial and clerical work, 
merely to sift and organize these con- 
tributions. It Is not to be imagined 
thatarorgs so gathered could or shoukl 
be all Included. An organized staff of 
editors and philologists was required. 
who passed upon the eligibility of each 
word. = 

The conservative care exercised In 
determining the scope and limits of 
vocabulary can be Inferred from the 
fact that In one of these offices, after 
 “Uragnet” had gathered over 600,000 
‘words, more than 200,000 were finally 
rejected. These included words that 
¥ere still too completely’ foreign’ tu 
merit a place in\an’ English vocabu- 
lary, all the “used but once” words, 
considerable slang language and many 
technical terms that had good reasons 
agalnst them. The firing of a date be- 
fore which words should be excinded. 
except on certain ‘conditions, resulted 
lo throwing out many. 

When'words hare been selected fora 
dictionary, several distinct things must 
Le. done with them. They must be dl- 
vided Into their proper syllables, and 
the right syllables must be supplied 
with accents. They must be pro- 
nounced by the use of certain arbitrary 
signs used in & respelling of them to 
indicate the powers of the letters they 
contain. They must be defined In all 
the senses In which they hare actually 
been found used in Mterature. In the 
case of a primary form the origin of 
the word in other lanzuagcs—that is, 
45 etymology—must be given.—Chicago

cational qualifications he soon forged 
into fecsinenceyas eens ee. a 
very large proportion o! e Five Na- 
tions, who followed him in arms in 
the cause of his king and ‘of England. 
During that war and up fo the cessa- 
tion of hostilities, he - was. closely 
identified with the commander of the 
forces, Gen. Johnson. _They became 
close friends. Displaying marked abil- 
ity in the field as a leader of the Iro- 
quois, he rose to the rank of captain. 
Bound by ties of affe¢tion and long 
association with the English he be- 
came an ardent loyalls t can be 
said of him that he was a gool, xaga- 
cious and able warrior, ahd a loyal 
and patriotic ally of the government 
with which he and his followers iden- 
tified themselves. The extreme clan- 
nishness of his Indian nature has 
suggested charges against him of fe 
rocity. What has been judged’ his 
treachery was in reality his -barbaric 
faith in kinship and allegiance. which ' 
could not be eradicated from his na- 
ture. This is in marked contrast with 
the Indian knowledge of him which 
is handed down to generations that 
daring the war he was known to give 
timely warning to the defencelesas 
enemies to flee for their lives. 

Brént at this time was looked npon 
by his followers as_their king. They 
were prepared to go with him wher- 
ever he went. The unswerving confi- 
dence reposed in him was pure and 
lasting. As a proof of this. when, of- 
ter peace had n restored and Gen 
Washington had proclaimed to all 
Indians who desired to remain kis 
subjects, that every protection and 


care would * accorded to them, 
Brant and his following did not re- 
main. They abandoned their homes 
and their native land to come to Can- 
ada—n land where they could retain 
their connection and allegiance to 
the crown for which they so recently 
fought. Surrounded by hardships and 
among strangers, they roamed for a 
time until some settled in Thayen- 
danaga Township in Hastings County. 
and the greater part of them on the 
Grand River, Brant County. In 1789 
the British Government, set apart and 
deeded‘ to the Five Nations and their 
posterity forever a tract of Iand three 
miles deep on each side of the Grafd 
River, from the source to the mouth. 
The territory contained about 600,000 
acres. ; sige 
Capt. Joseph Brant, during his life- 
time, retained’ his place as warrior 
and chief of the Six Nationa. Beloved 
by his people, he was caually.esteem- 
ed and honored by hia king, as, per- 
haps, no other subject has n 
fore or since. The exact year is not 
known when he visited England. On 
that occasion he waa the guest of 
King George IV. He was feted and 
entertained at court in a manner be- 
ecming the dignity of a king. Indeed, 
he was looked upon as such even by 
the people of England. 
intellectual attainments of the 
nected chieftain fitted him to’ transact 





Indians when they came to Canada. 
The confidence that was reposed jn 
him by the chiefs ‘and people was 80 
marked that what he counseled them 
ta do seems to have been fully endors- 
ed.

§9'eome men and women of this pres- 
ent generation are saying: “Let me 
rather together so much gold and 
silver, Ict. me have so many securi- 
ties in my safety vault, let me own 
s) many houses and stores, and then 
I shall be independent of God and 
man.’ The two statements in a fig- 
urntive sense are almost synonymous. 

Here, for instance, is a° man who 
has surrendered himself, body, mind 
end soul, to the pur of making 
money. He lives and breathes and 
eats and sleéps merely for the acquisi- t 
tion of gold. You‘ never talk to him } 
five minutes but his talk’ recurs to 
his favorite subject. When you want 
to introduce a ‘friend to him the first 
question he asks is, “How much is he 
worth?" He judges everything by the 
eriterian of money. “Gold, gold,” ho 
matters; “I mist have gold.” For 
years he has led a life of lage in 
‘his quest for gold. From early morn- 
ing wuntil late4at night he sticks to 
the store. He never takés a vacation. 
His face gets a gaunt, haggard look. 
He works eo hard that his: digestion 
is ruined. He works so hard that in- 
somnia makes his eyelids most of 
the night stand as wide open as an 
owl's. What is the matter with that 
man? FT will tell: you.

‘incident teaches that, with a 
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capital, have bought up rival ‘con- 
cerns, have formed huge trusts; they 
have schemed to absorb to themselves 
the world’s wealth, and the world has 
stood amazed at the boldness: of their 
schemes. But let us have a care. 
Not in daring, not in grandeur of 
conception, but in righteousness is 
thé strength of an undertaking.

Do you see Fie 
and the Matterhorn? Do you see those 
Alpine heights? Do you see Mount 
Ararat, where the old ark was strand- 
ed? Well, these men of Shinar looked 
off-upon the mighty’ mountains and 























































Babel higher than any of these hills: 
ve will build it up and up until it 
reaches the skies. We will build it up 
and up until it touches the throne of 
God. We will build up so high and so 
strong that we can oey God and defy 
man and defy everything,” Ah, yes, 
those men of Shinar were no pygmies! 
Their scheme looked great; it seemed 
feasible. Those who have gazed on 
the pyramids of Fezypt can easily be- 
lieve that a great tower might have 
been built that would have been a 
refuge from a flood. But their scheme 
was to thwart God, to defy him, to 
tell him to his face that if he sent 
another flood they were prepared for 
him.. They did not realize his re- 
sources; they had yet to learn how 
wey he could frustrate their plans.

od a roperty valued at over $200,000, 
w citizens, in terror of their lives, 
feared even to open their windows. 

The police, fire department, tele 
phone and telegraph offices, and even 
the railroad stations, were in posses- 
sion of a wild mob, shooting rizht 
and left, flames from burning build- 
ings meanwhile lighting up the city 
and ‘surrounding country, until Jit 
seemed that the whole town was 
ablaze. Pixie $5 
two men were injured, one of 
them being Lindsay Mitchell, a to- 
bacco buyer, who was severely beat- 
en with switches and clubs, and the 
other, a brakeman, who was shot in 
the back while trying to move his 
train from the path of the flames. 

The raid of the “night riders” 

caught the city unawares, as for some 
time the depredations resulting from 
the tobacco war had been of a minor 
nature, and it was renerally thought 
‘that in the “‘dark district” at least 
the worst was over. The property 
destroyed was as follows: W. H. Tan- 
dy, fndependent tobacco warehouse 
building. owned by J. H. Latham; 
B. M. Woolridge; association ware- 
house; Tandy & Farleigh, buyers’ 
warehouse. 
In addition, the entire glass front 
ef The Hopkinsville -Kentuckian, 
which has been severe in the con- 
demnation of the “night (riders,”* 
Mayor Meacham’s paper, was destroy- 
ed, while windows in front of the 
Commercial Bankings & Savings Co., 
the First National, the Planters’ Trust 
Co. and the Bank of ‘Hopkinsviile 
were punctured with bulletholes. 

A number of other business houses 
and residences bear the marks of bul- 
lets, and it is considered remarkab'e 
that no one was killed. The imeur- 
anee is believed to be about $69,000... 

As soon as the “night riders’ left 
town a posse of about 15, headead by 
Major Bassett of the local militia 
and Deputy Sheriff Cravens, entered 
buggies and followed the trails. As 
soon as the posse could get near en- 
ough they opened fire on the fleeing 
mob and the pursued returned the 
shots. It is believed none of the 
“night riders” was hit. The members 
of the posse escaped injury. They 
were outdistanced by the mounted 
men, and after chasing the marau- 
ders past Gracey, the officers return- 
ed home. 

News was later received from all 
parts of the town indicating — the 
spread of the raid of the riders. There 
was hardly a house in the business 
section of the city which did not 
suffer. 

Just why no damage was done by 
the “nicht riders” to the Imperial 
or the American Snuff Co. warehouses 
is not known.

Struck Animal With Stock of Gun— 
Charge Exploded. 


Sheho, Sask., Dec. 9.—Details have 
been received of a distressing fatal- 
ity in the neighborhood of Ebenezet, 
about filty miles southeast.

The ralsed embossed Jeather frames 
which are so much In evidence in most 
houscholds soon get hopelessly shabby, 

Usually they can be freshened by 
special polishes which are prepared for. 
different kinds of leather and which 
sbould be bought at a reliable dealer's, 
They come in different colors and even 
tones, but often having the effect of 
making the articlo dark and dingy 
looking. : 

Titis can be orercome on certalu 
kinds of leather by rubbing it from 
Ume to thme with turpentine to take 
off the «talns and then applying a lit- 
tle crude cll to prevent stiffening and 
erackinz. Do not use much of the oll 
and rub it in well with a clean pleco 
of flannel. : 

It fs well to be sure, however, before 
trying this treatment that the article 
to be cleaned is really leather and not 
A composition, as is too often the case. 
Otherwise the coloring might be affect- 
ed by the turpentine.*

Bloomsburg, Pa., Dec. 11.—High

~ It Is also very important to get the 
kottom edge of the skirt rbsolutely

Wedding canis come thick and: fast 
In the autumn, and etiquette govern- 
fog thelr acknowledgment is so pre- 
else that there should Wt no excuse In 
making an error. 

Invitations to a church service, un- 
fess the ceremony Is to be a small one, 
reaqnine ne answer when received, but 
under uv circumstances, except that 
of mourning. should a call upon the 
parents be omitted within a fortnight 
after the wedding, supposing that the 
Invitations were issued in thelr 
names. If for any reason others, such 
Qs guardians or relatives, send out the 
fovitations, the visit should be made 
to them. The polot Is that whoever 
Was 50 courteous as to send the invl- 
tation should receive the return pollte- 
ness—a call If a widower Issues the 
wedding lnvitation a woman recelying 
one posts ber card with that of her 
husband's as an acknowledgment to 
the sender. 

Reception cards require no previous 
acknowledgment, but are treated like 
any other Invitation. <A visiting card 
is left by those who are present at 
such an affair_and those who are un- 
nble to go post cards to be received on 
the date of the function. Of course If 
one is bidden to the breakfast or the 
number of invitations to the house Is 
small these are acknowledged as soon 
2s received. In this case, however, 
such requests are usually written by 
the bride or her parents and are quite 
informal, xo that the answer is a note 
written fp the same style. 

Whenever the engraved invitations 
vear the letters RS. V. P. an answer 
snust be made at once.. 














Made of Celery. 

Celery croquettes are made of three 
quarters cupful of chopped celery, one 
large potato, two tablespoonfuls of 
chopped pecans or Engilsh wal- 
nuts, ore-hzlf tablespoonful of butter, 
salt to taxte. Pare the potato and boll 
It and the evlery together until tender, 
Remore the potate and mash fine. It 
should mate one cupful. Drain the 
celery thoroughty, then mix all the in- 
gredients together and turp out to 
cool, Form into small croquettes, 
with ezg and breadcrumbs and fry in 
deep fat, smoking hot. 

Creamed dried beef and celery— 

J one-quarter pound dried beef, one 
cupful celery cut into half tnch pieces, 
one and one-half cupfuls of milk, one 
and ore-balf tnblespoonfals each of 
butter and flour, oneelghth teaspoon- 
ful'of pepper. Scald the beef, if too 
salty, and drain well. Melt the butter, 
add the celery and beef and cook, stir- 
ring occasjonally, until the celery is 
slightly browned. Add the flour, mix 
until! smooth, pour in the milk, stir 
uatil boiling, add the pepper, also salt 
if needed, and serve hot, garnished 
with toast points.

To train the nalls into assuming a 
pretty shape you must press down 
skin and flesh at the baie of the nail 
until you can sce the half moon. This 
requires constant attention and must 
be looked to morning and night with- 
out fall or the moons will soon be. 
clouded over again by the skin. 

When you push down the flesh be 
sure that it has previously been soften- 
ed by holding the hands In a basin.of_ 
water in which there fs a little borax 


soap. The flesh will now be found to 
be very pllable and can be ppshed back 
by means of a blunt orange woog 
stick, Never use a sharp instrament 
for pushing down the skin and flesh 
at the base of the nalls, 

Nalls that break can be treated so 
that they will keep thelr beauty. Ev- 
ery night they should have a little 
glycerin and rosewater rubbed into 
them In the proportion of about half 
and half. If glycerin docs not agree 
with the skin the nail can be treated 
with vaseline and almond ‘oil, half 
and half, which can be massaged Into 
the cuticle. This will 
strengthen the nail and keep it from 
cracking. bs 

Should the nalls be too pale for 
beauty they can be tinted by massage. 
If they are massaged every night from 
the Up to the base they will in a short 
time begin to look rosy. Five minutes 
of this kind of work every night wil! 
give back a rich return in the shape 
of properly colored nalls. 

To-color the nalts by artificial ald 
take a little benzoin and alcohol tint- 
ed by a drop of red coloring substance 
which the chemist will add. 'Thiswhen 
applied will make the nail pink and 
glossy, but it is better In the long run 
to accomplish the work by massage. 

Nalls that are thick and roygh can 
be xmoothed by using the finest pumice 
stone. <A polisher is dipped in the 
Pumice and fs then rubbed rapidly 
over the nails. This removes all rough- 
Deas and makes the nalls ready for the 
final polishing. -

THE STICKING BUR. 


An Interesting Example of Nature's 
Methods of Propagating Plants. 

Burs are considered a great nuisance 
by people that walk through fields in 
autumn and come home with their 
clothing full of the sticking things, 
says:the Chicago News. 

But the plants they grow on find 
them of great service, for they are, 
after all, merely fruits covered with 
spines or prickles, which is an effectu- 
al means of distributing sccds. The 
man that bas a hunting dog and keeps 
him in the yard knows all about it, for 
in the spring fine crops of Spanish 
needles. and clot burs come up like 
magic where none was before. They 
stow from the burs that the dog brings 
honie, sticking to his hair, from the 
hunting expeditions of the autumn: 

Plants from the west spring up in a 
mysterious way ‘around the woglen 
mills of New England, and nearly al- 
ways these plants have bur’ fruits. 
They_grow from burs taken from the 
feece of sheep In cleaning and thrown 
out as waste. Some troublesome weeds 
bave been introduced in this way. 

Some bara, like Spanish needles, 
have only three or four’slender spines, 
of awns, a8 they are called, at the top 
of the fruit If we look at them 
through n magnifying glass we find 
them bearing sharp, downward point- 
ing barbs, like those of a fishhook. 

The spines are often hooked instead 
of being barbed. The clot bur, or 
cocklebur, Is an example of this. Bur- 
dock has such hooked prickles on its 
fruits, and they stick so fast together 
that children make lttle baskets of 
them, handles and all. % 

Yes, and they are all a nuisance to 
men ‘and animals, but the plants find 
them just the thing to distribute thelr 
Seeds‘ and thus propagate their kind. 
Nature never produces anything with- 
out furnishing it with a means of pro- 
tection. ~

Unusual Measures Taken to Suppress 
Piracy and Protect Shipping. _ 

Pekin, Dee. 12.—Great Britain, on 
the third of this month, assigned four 
more warships to police the West 
River, and yesteslay ten vessels un- 
der the command of Vice-Admiral Sir 
Arthur Moore, are patrolling 150 miles 
of the river, to the limit of the Wu- 
chou concession. 

Great Eritsin is prepared to take 
whatever steps may be necessary if 
China does not suppress the piracy, 
to protect shipping on the river, and 
she has notified the Chinese Foreign 
Board that she will patrol the river 
until the Chinese police boats are 
under the administration of the Im- 
perial customs department, 

This is the first time since 1900 that 
Great Britain has undertaken such 
nrilitary measures in China.

Mrs. Atherton’s counsel explained 
that his client only wished: to estab- 
lish the fact of Capt. Yarde-Buller’s 
promise to her after the decree 
of divorce should be made absolute.

Premier Snoke V/ith Warmth. 

Sir Willrid Laurivr replied with 
rome warmth that he regretted Mr.

Had the 
disaster not occurred there would be 
n> motion before the House censur- 
ing the Government for having dealt 
with a company instead of construct- 
ing the bridge as 2 Government work.

Beginnings of Baseball. 

The history of the American game 
dates from the first National Associa- 
Uon of Baseball in New York In 1953. 
The first series of important match 
eames was played between picked 
nines of Brooklyn and New York, at 
Flushing, in the same sear. 
2.000 persons—a large crowd for those 
days—paid thelr 50 cents a head to see 
the contest. The rules of baseball were 
very crade in those dayg. The pitcher's 
Position was simply limited to a twelve 
foot Hne forty-five feet from the home 
base, behind which be could take any 
number of slips he wished. All he 
Was required to do was to pitch the 
ball as near as possible orer the home 
base. There was no penalty for wild 
pitching or for refusing to strike at 
fair balls. I once saw a pitcher de- 
liver sixty balls to a single batsman In 
one Inning before there was a strike. 
Not until” 1870 were’ there any para- 
phernalla for defense. Old time catch- 
ers’ hands were a’ sight with thelr 
cracked jJolnts and bruised palms.—

The year B.C. 4G, by order of Julius 
Caesar, the then reigning Roman em- 
peror, contained 445 days. To clear 
away all the confusion which bad pre- 
viously existed In reconciling the lunar 
with the solar year, Caesar, witli*the 
help of Sosigenes, an Alexandrian as- 
tronomer, undertook a thorough reform 
of the calendar. He effected It by 
making the yedr now called 46 B. C, 
“the year of confusion,” consist of 445 
days and the succeeding years of 265 
days, with the exception of every 
fourth year, which was to consist of 
360. This method Is called the Jullan 
calendar, y 

The number of days In the months 
from January to December before 
Caesar’s time had been respectively 20, 
23, 31, 29, 31, 29, 31, 29, 29, 31, 29, 23. 
These numbers Caesar changed to 31 
and 30 alternately; with the exception 
of February, which was to have 29 In 
ordinary years and 30 In leap years. 
In honor of himself be changed to 
daly the name of the month that fol- 
lowed June. The pontiffs In applying 
the Julian calendar went wrong by fn- 
serting leap year every three years In- 
stead of every four years, and this 
continued till the year now called S$ 
B.C. when the Emperor Augustus 
ordaine! there should be no leap year 
for twelve years, which made leap 
year orcur ln 4 A. D. At the same 
time Aucustus gave his own naine to 
the month following July, adding one 
day to it, which he took away from

“The Geneva section of the Union 
of Russian people at its last assem- 
bly took the following decision: The 
editor of the journal Warheit, Louis 
Miller, is“ condemned to death for 
publishing secret Governmental docu- 
ments. The prompt execution of this 
jodement is confided to three special- 
ste of the fighting organization. We 
hereby inform you this resolution is 
in conformity with our status,”

death of. a revolutionist named 
Schernek.

FATE OF RUSSIAN ‘DEPUTIES. 


Punishment Uncxpectedly Heavy—To

St. Petersburg, Dec. 16.—Sentence 
was pronounced -Saturday upon the 
Social-Democratic members of the 
Lower House, whose arrest was the 
indirect cause 0! the dissolution of 
the second Douma. Tie punishment 
inflicted is unexpectedly heavy. Eight 
deputies, including Annikin, Annis- 
mo, Dzhaparidze and Prince Tyzer- 
eeli, are condemned to five years’ In- 
bor in the mines and subsequént de 
portation to Siberia; nine others, int 
cluding Batasheff, Biclousef and Kir- 
tenko, are sent to the mines for four 
years and then will bs deported. Ten 
deputies are sont into perpetual exile 
in Siberia. Many other correspond- 
ingly heavy sentences were imposed.

in which she lost all her lifeboats, 
the American seven-masted schooner 
Thomas W. Lawson was capsized in 
Broad Sound, Scilly Islands, where 
the captain sought shelter from the 
fierce storm raging along the English 
coast Friday night.- Of the crew of 
eighteen, including Pilot Hicks, who 
boarded the vessel from a life-savers’ 
boat dying the night, only three 
were rescped. These were Capt. G. W. 
Dow oi Melrose. Mass., Edward L. 
Rowe, the engineer of * Wiscasset, 
Maine, and George Allen of Bradford, 
England. Le ae 
The schooner left Philadelphia Nov. 
19, for London, with a cargo of oil. 
She had a hard battle with thd ‘seas 
all the way across, and when she 
entered the Board Sound, her captain, 
knowing the dangers of the coast, 
threw out his anchors. Later, in 
answer to his signals of distress, the 
lifesavers put out two lifeboats and 
found the Lawson anchored in a 
dangerous position off Gunner's Rock: 
The seas were running high, and the 


gale was increasing, and the life-sav-: 


ers found that their efforts at rescue 
were useless. One of the boats return- 
ed for a tug, and the other was com- 
pelled to put back to shore because 
of the exhaustion of the men. During 
their absence the Thomas W. Lawson 
turned turtle, ' 


Rescued, But May Die. 


Allen, one of the rescued men, is 
not expected to live,*while Captain 
Dow is suffering irom a fractured 
-arm. His rescue was effected only 
through the almost superhuman ef- 
forts of the life-savers, and the gal- 
Inntry_of Frederick Hicks, the son of 
Pilot Hicks, who accompanied them 
ou their second trip in the hope. of 
finding his father. 

Late Saturday afternoon, after a 
long search, Captain Dow and Engi- 
neer Rowe were rocn alive on the 
Helwether Rocks,*to which they had 
clung for upwards o! fifteen hours, 
the tremendous waves preventing 
them making a landing. Young Hicks 

lunged into the boiling seas and 
swam ashore, carrying «lifeline, by 
means of which he and the captain 
hauled back to the boat the-engineer, 
who was practically uninjurpd.. After 
assisting Captain Dow, -Hicks was 
able to reach the boat unaided, but 
the effort exhausted him, and the doc- 
tors ordered him to remain quiet for 
a 


Lashed to the Masts, 


Captain Dow told the lifesavers 
that when he found his vessel was 
dcomed, he, the engineer and the 
pilot: lashed themselves to the mizzen 
rigging. When the masts fell, the 
captain and the engineer m. 
to get clear. They jumped to the 
deck, but were w: overboard, be- 
ing carried by the currents to the 
rocks, where they were found. Pilot 
Hicks, however, seemed to be entan- 
gled in the rigging.

Peace tn Central America.

The most important 
step towards the preservance of peace 
in Central America consisted in the 
agreement onthe treaty establishing 
a permanent . court, 

The other treaties will bo one of ex- 
tradition, one for the establishment 
ofa Central American pedagogical in- 
stitution, one for the establishment of 
an international Central American 
bureau, similar to the bureau of 
American republics at Washington; a 
financial convention, a treaty for the 
establishment of better communica- 
tion between the countries, and a 
general era of pence and amity. On 
Friday the delegates will formally 
sign these treaties.

Bat, thougtr it is hard to starve and 
to wear ragged clothes and go to the 
Ppoorhouse, yet there are even worse 
results from the bargain counter than 
those.

Montreal, Dec. 19.—Hon. J. Israel 
Tarte, ex-Minister of Public Works, 
died here yesterday, within one 
month of being 60 years of age. 

In the death of the political editor 
of La Patrie newspaper, one of the 
most energetic journalists of French 
Canada disappears forever. While all 
realized that, Mr. Tarte was a doomed 
man, few believed that the end was 
80 very near, for it was only yester- 
day morning that. Mgr. Bruchesi ad- 
ministered the Inst rites of the church 
in which he had been born and which 
¢ had always expressed the wish to 


ie. 
From early manhood, when Sir Hec- 
tor Langevin brought the clever young 
ened to Quebec to fight Hon. Jos- 
eph Cauchon in the newspaper field, 
Mr. Tarte was a marked man in poll- 
tical and journalistic life. 

As editor of Le Canadicn, he was

one of the foremost fighters of the 
French Conservative party, and, 
strange as it muy seem to those who 
have kngwn Mr. Tarte during the past 
2) years, he belonged in-those early 
years to the so-cailed ultramontane 
school of religious and political 
thought and was looked upon by the 
clerical party as the champion of the 
militant church. 
Mr. Tarte was for many years a 
conspicuous and somewhat pictures- 
que personality in Canadian political 
life, but because of his retirement 
{rom the Lasrier Ministry in 1903 he 
had been since that time very much 
out of the public view. This 
been owing, in part, to chronic in- 
validism, varied by acute attacks of 
disease by which his life had been 
several times put in extreme peril. 
The son of a habitant farmer, he 
was educated for the Bar, and, like 
many other ig French-Canadians, 
@ mingled alism with the prac- 
tice of the law. As his jou istic 
aptitudes made his services appear 
valuable to the Conservative managers 
oS Quebec, they pu ‘Cana- 
dien and put it under his edi 
control. After serving four years as 
a member of the Quebec Legislative 
Assembly, he entered the House of 
Commons in 1891 as member for 
Montmorency, with the avowed pur- 
pose of forcing an inquiry into cer- 
tain charges of corruption that had 
been made against Sir Hector Lange- 
vin and Thomas McGreevy, M. P., of 
whom the former resigned from the 
Thompson Ministry, and the latter 
was expelled from the House. When 
the Conservatives were defeated at 
the general election of 1896 he enter- 
el the Laurier Cabinet as Minister 
of Public Works, and was during that 
time exceptionally influential in, 
curing for the new administration the 
support of the Province of Quebec: 
General Regret at Ottawa. 
Ottawa, Dec. 19.—General regret is 
expressed at the death of Hon. Mr. 
Tarte. No expression was given by 
any Minister, but Mr. Borden spoke 
as follows regardang the passing of 
the former Minister: 
“The news ef the death. of Hon. 
J. I. Tarte comes to me as a great 
surprise, for I had not heard that he 
was seriously il]. His public career 
was long and eventful, and no person 
who sat with him in Parliament could 
doubt his great ability, courage, re- 
sourcefulness and breadth of view. He 
realized to the full the great resources 
of this country and its wonderful pos- 
sibilities, and he was nalwaya inspir- 
ei with an intense earnestnces to 
accomplish the full development -of 
those resources and. the fulfilment of 
this country’s great destiny. 
“He was a wonderfully magnetic 
speaker, and perhaps never had a 
superior in Parliament in ability to 
answer rapidly apd effectively criti- 
cism of the Department, and especial- 
ly of his estimates. His death, while 
little past the prime of manhood, 
is deeply regretted.” -

BOUFAL’S IRCN HAND. 
New Governor-General of Odessa Will 
Suppress Disorders. 

Odessa, Dec. 19.—Gen. Boufal, “the 
new Governor-General of Odessa, is- 
sued his first proclamation yesterday. 
He ofdered the police to interfere en- 
ergetically whenever disorders occur, 
and if necessary to make use of their 
sabres to effect the arrest of disturb- 
ers of the peace, and he declares that 
all persons jity of disorders will 
*be * senten to prison for three 
months and then expelled from the 
city. At the time the Governor- 
General charges some foreign news- 
Paper correspondents with misrepre~ 
senting the actual character of the 
recent street disorders in Odcasa. 

Continuing, the proclamation ‘says 
it is most diffeult to nacertdin the 
names of the suthors of anti-Jewish 
outrages, and he invites the political 
union of Russian people, which in- 
variably is accused of these acts, to 
issue categorical explanations. 

Gen. Boufal is the first Goverkor- 
General of this city who has dared 
publicly to challenge this influential 
reactionary organizaticn. 








VICE-PRESIDENT ACQUITTED. . 


Judge Holds Could Not Be Held Crim. 
Inally Liable For Acciden 

New York, Dec. 19.—Alf; E. 
Smith, vice-president of the New York 
Central and Hudaon River Railroad 
Co., was asequitted yesterday of a 
charge of manslaughter in the third 
degree, brought in connection with, the 
wreck of the Brewster express at 
Woodlawn last February, in which 24 
persons were killed. 

Justice Kellogg held that it “was 
rare « impossible for the defen- 
dant to have personal oversight over 
the .road’s entire trackage and thct 
no criminal negligence on his part 
had been shown. 

The accident occurred Feb. 16 on a 
sharp curve near Woodlawn road 
bridge. It was asserted that the train 
was being driven’ at an excessive 
speed by an engineer of insufficient 
experience. The prosecution claimed 
that Mr. Smith was responsible ‘in 
permitting this.

*Shortly before her death be bad finish- 








ed a portrait of ber. This he placed on 
an easel beside the one before which 
be worked and communed with it as 
if it were a thing of Ufe. More than 
this, lest In growing old he should 
leave his companion, behind him in 
youth he retouched the portrait once a 
year, putting Into it a slightly aged ap- 
pearance to correspond with his own. 

Estelle had had a bosom friend, Hen- 
tietta Sayles, Estellé Shad told .Hen- 
rietta that in case of her (Estelle’s) 
death she wished her (Henrietta) to 
supply ber place with her husband. 
though she did not make a confidant in 
this respect of him. Henrietta had 
made no reply. Indeed, none was re- 
quired, What was said was simply an 
intimation. 

After Estelle’s death Henrietta was 
a frequent visitor to Whitman's studlo, 
She would go there of a morning when 
he at work and‘ chat with him 
a his wife, her friend.

During such times he shut himself up 
with ‘it fo his studio, jdenying himself 
to every one. Even Henrietta was not 
present, but before the studio was re- 
opened to visitors she was admitted 
that sl might pass upon the change. 
If she approved, Whitman was satis- 
fied; if not, he would work the portrait 
over until she considered it what Es- 
telle would have been at that age if 
she had Ived. 

And so these three crew In age to- 
gether and in constant communion. 
Ifenrietta, instead of endeavoring to 
withdraw the artist’s contemplation 
from his wife, permitted him to con- 
tinue Init She scrupnlously refrained 
from any expression of interest in 
Whitman more than’ the husband of 
her dead friend. “As for Whitman, he 
was too absorbed In his idol erer to 
show more than a friendly Interest in 
Tenrictta, 

Ten years passed. Whitman was 
now thirty-four and had a few gray 
hairs In his head. Henrietta was pass- 
Ing out/ of young Jadyhood and about 
to eriter maturity. The portrait repre- 
sented a woman with unimpaired beau- 
ty. One day Whitman’ while at work 
abruptly turned to Henrictta, who was 
sitting near him, both,-as usual, before 
the portrait, and sald: 

“I have been thinking of something 
that has never occurred to me before. 
Estelle was so self sacrificing, so de- 
voted to my happiness, so friendly to 
you, that I wonder If she would not 
wish that we should find consolation 
for her bodily loss in each other as 
man and wife.” 

“She intimated as much to me be- 
fore she died," said Henrietta gravely. 

Whitman Jooked at her long and in 
ailenc& “And you never told me?” he 
said at inst. “Well, Henrietta, if you 
will take’-my friendship, leaving my 
love for Estelle, be it so.” 

Henrietta consented and on these 
terms. After the marriage a snecring 
remark of one who had seen husband 
and wife In the studlo gazing at Es- 
telle's picture was repeated to Whit- 
man. The portrait was removed and 
never again Introduced into the studio. 

Another ten years passed. The twen- 
tieth anniversary of Whitman's first 
marriage came round. He had long 
before committed the portrait to his 
second wife with instructions to put 
it away. Now she proposed that to- 
gether they should go and visit it 
Whitman manifested a disinciination 
to do so.

~Braising is a combination of roast- 
ing and stewlog small joints of meat 
in a shallow stewpan, called a bral- 
t solre or braiser, which has a close fit- 
ting lid with a grooved edge round it 
on which hot coals (charcoal) are 
placed, whereby the meat can be cook- 
} ed with a fire above it as wel] as under 
it. This process of cooking, it is said, 
+ greatly decreases loss by evaporation. 
It is a favorite method with the 
French and is supposed to bring out an 
unusually fine favor and aroma. 

The pan in which a braise is to be 
+ made shoul! always be lined with 
} slices of bacon, carrot, onions» and 
i | berbs, upon which the meat is placed. 
. It ts usually moistencd with stock or 
‘ stock and wine. The more delicate 
{ meats, such as sweetbreads, fillets, 

fowls and turkeys, are sometimes cov- 
" ered with buttered paper. This is done 

to prevent the heat from the top‘of the 
' pan scorching or imparting too much 
-of & roast flavor to the méats which 
are to be braised. 
; Occasional basting during the proc- 

_ ess of this method of cooking is essen- 
| tlaL When'done the meat ts taken up,

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5 FLOODS IN ENGLAND. 
Torrential Rains.Do Great Damage In 
Mw Parts. 





London, Dec. 21.—Torrential rains 
have fallen in many pecs of the 
country during the past few days, and. 
serious floods are reported in coun- 
fies so far aprrt as Lincolnshire and 
Monmouthshi:e, Lancashire and War- 
wickshire. 
experienced. 

‘in Manmouthshire, where many 
rivers overflowed, enormous tracts of 
low-lying land were deeply flooded. 
In some parts of the county a two- 
inch fall of rain in 24 hours was re- 
corded. At Llanwern, near Newport, 
several residents had to retreat in 
attempting to reach the railway sta- 
tion by the ordinary roads. Mr. Ed- 
wards, who lives in the village, found 
nearly two feet of water not far from 
his house. Having no boat, he got 
into a domestic tuk and tried to make 
his way to the station with the aid 
of a pole, but had to abandon the 
attempt In some places the tops of 
the hedges were only just visible. A 
horse and van were wasted away west 
of Newport. 

Many miles of land in Somerset 
were under water. The Avon overflow- 
ed its banks between Bath and Bris- 
tol, and many meadows were submerg- 
ed to a depth of several feet.

One of the most remarkable experi- 
ments carried out by the Enclish bat- 
tleship Deesdncsst was the simul- 
taneous discharge of a full broadside 
of eight 12-inch guns, without, it is 
said, even a window being broken. 

The Italian Government endeavored 
recently to repeat the performance— 
with the result that the ship was ruin- 
ed sbcrolutely. 

The experiment was made to deter- 
mine whether the three battleships { 
of the Francesco Morosini' type were: 
worth keeping on the active list as 
coast defence ships or whether they 
should be removed altogether from 
the fighting line. 

The simultcneous discharge of the 
whole brotdside, consisting of four 
great 17-inch 105ton guns, was the 
test approved. Each gun was charg- 
ed with 780 pounds of powder,, and 
at a given signal the whole 3,129 
pounds were simultaneously fired by 
electricity. 

The effect was tremendous. The 
Morosini’s decks were buckled from 
bow to stern, bolts and rivets were 
started in every part of the ship and 
the propelling engines were broken 
and shattered. It is marvelous that 
there was no loss of life. 

It has been decided to remove frown 
the navy the Morosini and her sister 
ships, the Andrea Doria and the Rug- 
gicro de Laurjg? which were built be- 
tween 1594 and 1859, at an average 
cost of $5,900,000 apicce.

23.—1n 1m} 
view of 200 people who were power- 
less to extend nid, Alfred Jackson, 
aged 23, a Providence clerk, was 
frozen to death while standing on a 
rock under the falls of the Pawtucket 
River, in Pawtucket, late Saturday 
afternoon, : 


- Jackson, with twocompanions, L. P. 
Mathewson, aged 19, of East Provi- 
dence, and Jackson's brother, Arthur, 
aged 20, had been carried over the 
falls in a canoe. The other two young 
men were rescued with great difficulty 
and were removed to the Rhode Island 
Hospital in a critical condition from 
exposure. 

The canoe drifted too near the falls 
and was carried over. All the cccu- 
pants were thrown into the water. 
Alfred Jackson was able to reach a 
rock submerged at the foot of the 
falls, and managed to grasp his bro- 
ther. Finally persons on shore threw 
lifelines rescued Arthur Jackson 
and Mathewson, who had floated 
down stream. Alfred Jackson, in the 
meantime, remained standing up to 
his waist in water close ‘under the 
falls, and when the would-be rescuers 
threw a line to him, expecting 
pull him to a place of safety, they 
found they were unable to move him. 
In the roar of the cataract his shouts 
could not be heard, but it was evident 
that one of his Iegs had become 
caught under a rock or some other ob- 
ect under water. 

Several ineffectual attempts were 
made to rescue him in the next half 
hour, Jackson assisting until cold 
rendered him unconscious, or at least 
helpless. Dr. Clinton Westcott and 
Adelard Potvin attempted to rvachi 
the perishing lad and almost lost their 
lives by a boat upsetting.

THE. COWTHORFE OAK. 


Trea in Yorkshire, England, ts Said to 
Be Five Hundred Years Old. - 

One of the oldest of British trecs is 
the Cowthorpe oak, which has been 
standing near Wetherby, in Yorkshire, 
for 600 years, according to veracious | 
chronicle. It {s a tree that bas been |) 
described oftensand has figured in 
works of fiction. 

It Is related of this tree, says tho}’ 
New York Sun, that on occasion nas 
many as forty persons hare been 
gathered within the hollow of its 
trunk, although it must be confessed 
that some of theso were children. The 
most recent measurement shows that 
its girth of trunk at the ground was 
fifty-four feet three inches and the 
cavity was eloven feet by nine feet. . 

The tree is not now so very tall, 
reaching only thirty-seven feet into the 
air: There aro twenty-five props about 
the tree to support the falling branches. 

‘The cavity has been noticeable, only 
since the beginning of the nineteenth 
century. Many of the earlier measure- 
ments show that the tree once was 
much greater in girth than now, 

Aged as it fz the tree bore acorns in 
1901 and 1006 and always produces a 
fair amount of foliage. In 1893 ari 
acorn borne by the Cowthorpe oak was 
planted near by, and a tree Is growlng 
up slowly a3 a memorial to the parent.

ORIGIN OF THE “KNOT.” 


How a Modern Nautical Term Came 
Into Use. 


During the past few days tht nauti- 
cal word “knot” has been much in 
evidence, but few readers are perhaps 
aware of its origin as 2 term of nauti- 
cal measurement. It was, away back 
in the 17th batcNot f merely a knot 
in the vessel's log-line; and later it 
became what it is today, a mark of 
bunting or whatnot inserted between 
the strands of the line, as are the 
marks on n lead-line. This system 
of measurement began thus: A piece 
of line, 30 to 40 fathoms long, was

On each 
strip is placed a sardine. Arrange a 
bed of parsley in the center of a plat- 
ter. Place the strips of jelly upon St, 
decorate the top of each with mayon- 
nafse dressing and arrange staffed 
olives ina circle around the edge. 

For a creole salad cut the tops off 
of six sweet peppers, remore the velns 
and seeds without injuring the skin 
and place them in iced water. Chop 
2 Spanish onion, two tomatoes and a 
red pepper, add a spoonful of chill ; 
sauce, a little salt, three tablesponfuls ;{ 
of cracker crumbs and enough olive 
oll to moisten well Take the peppers 
from the water they are standing fn, 
dry them and fit with the mixture. 
Let them stand on the ice until ready 
to serve, then corer with dressing and, 
garnish with bits of chceeso and stuff- { 
ed olives. 

Edible cups, such as the sweet pep- 
pers make, are most attractive for In- 
dlvidual services of salad. Tomatoes ; 
and cucumbers are often used In this | 
way, and so are bolled beets (hollow- 
ed out), os well as applies and celery 
root, Beet cups are suitable for shred- 
ded cabbage, diced potatoes, celery 
moistened with dressing or any mixed 
vegetable salad. 

A mushroom salad will be a novelty 
to many. Peel twelve good sized mush- 
rooms and cut them Into pleces. Saute 
them a few moments In a Iittle butter, 
add two drops of onion juice and sea- 
son’ with mixture. Scoop out the In- 
side of a few chilled tomatoes—enough ; 
tomatoes to hold all the mayonnaise . 
—and Ol! the tomatoes, Decorate the ! 
tops of them with a spoonful of may- } 
onnaise, 

Walnuts and other kinds of nuts are 
now used In salads as never before, 
and they are used in eccentric ways. ; 
For Instance, tomatoes hollowed out 
to form cups are stuffed with pineap- 
ple and English walnuts, then served 
with a mayonnaise dressing on a bed 
of lettuce Ieaves, At an attractive 
luncheon the other day walnut meats 
were served with slices of bananas’ 
and mayonnaise on 2 bed of lettuce. 
Walnuts sare eren combined with po 
tatoes in the following way: Cut pota- 
toes Into round balls. Boll them until. 
tender, then cool, and to three cupfuls 
of cooked potato balls add a cup of 
shelled and chopped English walnuts, 
half a cup of boiled cream dressing and 
a half teaspoonful of grated onlon. 
After tossing all together heap It into 
a salad bow! lined with watercress. 
The salad will be better If prepared 
several hours beforehand, so that the 
dressing will flavor it suiliciently.

Redmond and O'Brien Agree on Prin- 
ciples for Pledge-Boynd Party. 


Dublin, Dec. 24.—The series of con- 
ferences which have been held with 
n view to bringing about thé recon- 
ciliation of William O'¢igen, Nation- 
alist member of Parliament for Cork. 
and the Parliamentary party, of which 
John E. Redmond is chairman, re- 
sulted yesterday in an agreement on 
certain propositions. In an official 
report of the meeting, which was giv- 
en out, both Mr, Redmond dnd Mr. 
O'Brien say they sce no reason why 
the Nationalists should not unite in 
a pledge-bound party on the follow: 
ing principles: 

(}) No man or.party hzs authority 
to .cireumscribe the inalienable right 
of Ireland to the largest measure o! 
national self-government it may be 
in her power to attain. 

(2) Pending the attainment of an 
Irish Parliament and a responsible 
Irish Minister, with full control of all 
purely Irish affairs, which, in our 

elief, can alone be accepted in full 
satisfaction of the national demands, 
it is the duty of the Nationalists, 
whi'e striving incessantly for home 
tale, to devote themselves earnestly 
to working for every measure of amel- 
ieration which it may be possible to 
eltain for her people from cither of 
the English parties, and, as especial- 
ts urgent matters, for a university 
settlement acceptable to the Catho- 
lics of Ireland, for the complete aboli- 
tion of landlordism and for financial 
redress. 

Mr. Redmond would not agree to 
the immediate calling of a national 
convention, saying that a convention 
would be held after the Government 
bills had been introduced, probably 
about Easter.

London, Dec. 24.—The latest_ offi- 
cial advices receive! at the Foreign 
Ofice from Tcheran indicate that the 
Shah and the Persian Parliament 
have come to terms.

Should this latter prove to 
be the case, a serious blow will be 
dealt to the position assumed oy the 
Liberal members from British Colans- 
bia, who assert that they were induc 
ed by these \Pre-treaty assuraa ws 10 
acquiesce in’ the ratification of the 
convention.

Montreal, Dec. 30.—The year now 
drawing to a close has been a busy 
one with the morgue officials, and 
the records kept by Deputy Coroner 
Biron show that 72& 
been reported to the coroner since 
the beginning of 1907, or 25 more than 
were reported last: year. There were 
twelve cases of homicide re Ki 
The juries were unable to the 
blame on any particular person. 

Fire was responsible for 44 deaths, 
including, the 16 children and prin- 
cipal; who were suffocated in the 
Hochel: school fire, and Mrs. Jos- 
eph Latonie, an insane woman, who 
burned herself at a stake near her 
home at St. Lazare. 

No [Tess than 83 were killed by 
railways. O7 these steam railways 
were responsible for 60, and the street 
railway for 20. There were 27 sui- 
cides during the twelve months, and 
52 met death by drowning.

Diet has little Influence on sleep ex 
cept in so far as it may produce dis- 
turbances of digestion and through 
theso of the gencral balance of health. 

The hypnotic effects of certain foods, 
such as onions, lettuce, milk, ete., are 
chiefly imaginary. Even the time of 
the last meal of the day 1s of relative- 
ly Mttle importanee except that it is 
Well to let this be at least two or three 
hours before retiring. But eren this { 
rale has many exceptions, as many 
healthy laboring men habitually fall 
asleep over their pipes directly after 
supper, and children after poking the 
spoon into their Uttle eyes nod off over 
the tea table, with the bread and ‘but- 
ter still clutched in thelr chubby fists: 

The processes of digestion probably 
g0 0D more slowly during sleep, but 
they are perfectly carried out, as {s tl 
lustrated L¥ the almost invariable hab- 
it among animals of going to sleep 
directly after a meal.

The reigning monarch ‘is, of course, 
ex officio the sorerelgn of the Order of 
the Garter.
